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. LONDON (oms).— J, EDGAR HOOVER, the late 
director of the Federal Bureau af 
Investigation, built his organiza- 
fion's crime-fighting reputation on 
small fry while neglecting 
organized crime, claiming that 
the Mafia was a fiction, writes the 
“Observer's” JOHN CROSBY. 
Most of the arrests of big mobsters 
were the work of other law- 
enforcement agencies in the US. 


T= day before J, Edgar Hoover 
expired at 77, Jack Anderson, 
the Pulltzer prize-winning muck- 
raking American columnist, had jast 
told a Congressional committee that 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) Director had a habit of keep- 
ing files on the loverlife, drinking 
and other bad habits of all sorts of 
public figures, like Muherimed Ali, 
Martin Luther King and evea some 
Senators. Hoover died that night. 
In the old days, when even 2 
whisper of criticism of J, Edgar 
Hoover wag considered iese mcjeste 
roughly eaulvaient to spitting on 
the Pape, Anderson would have got 
The Treatment. There would have 
been hints from all sorts of pro- 
minent people to hta proprietor that 
he ought te drop that man’s colume. 
Mezowhile, Anderson would have got 
some Soft-voiced reproaches from the 
associations of ex-FSz men who 
would have explained what ἃ tough 
joo Hoover had, end what 8 mag- 
aiflcent job he was doing with it 
on a pittance (§1l4m. ea yeer) and 
Anderson was undermining it. 
During the 48 years which Hoover 
ran the FIBI the great crime syn- 
dicate grew larger, more uncontroll- 
pble and more powerful, Hoover 
spent most of his life denying that 
such a thing as a syndicate or a 
Mafia existed. He called the Mafla 
romantic moonshine invented by the 
Press and stopped meking such re- 
marks only after the Kefauver hear- 
ings, the McClellan hearings end 
innumerable state crime commissions 
proved him wrong. Every police re- 
porter and every cop on the beat 
fnew of the mob's existence, while 
Boover claimed it was fictional, 


Small time crocks 


Despite its world-wide reputation 
as gang-busters, the FBI concentrat- 
ed almost exclusively on small-time 
desperadoes lke John Dillinger, kid- 
uappers who were very small fry 
indeed, and bank robbers, Hoover 
carefu. avolded a confrontation 
with the big fellows who had tough 
lawyers and were very hard to pin 
anything on. 

The big fish of crime — whet few 
were ever convicted —- were collared 
by someone else. Lucky Luclano, the 
biggest Mafia fish ever to wind up 
behind bars, was landed by Tom 
Dewey, then Manhattan District At- 
torney. Frank Costello, another very 
big fish indeed, was sent to 1811 by 
internal Revenue, as was Al Capone. 
Joe Adonis was deported ὃν the Na- 
turelization Service. Vito Genevese 
wag sent to jall by the Narcotics 
Bureau. 

Other top mobsters Hke Tony Ac- 
cardo {who many thought was the 
top man of all), Anthony Strolle 
(who disappeared and may lie on 
the ‘bottom of the Hackensack Ri- 
ver), tough Tony Anastasia (who 
died peaceably in bed), his brother 
Albert (mowed down by gang rivals 
in a barber’s chair) were - bardly 
bothered by law enforcement at all 
during long distinguishea crime 
careers. 


In Hoover's first 38 years as the 
aation's top cop the FBI arrested 
only one major syndicate mobster, 
Louis (Lepke} Buchalter, who gave 
himself up to Walter Winchell the 
columnist, who in turn handed him 
over to Hoover personally. The rea- 
son Lepke did such a peculiar thing 
is that he was being hounded by 
the ‘Narcotics Bureau and said he 
actually fe2req for his life from local 
police who had ἃ murder rap hang. 
ing over him.

The FBI knew nothing sbout it, 
and Hoover sneered that the U/S. 
Attorney-General’s Special Group on 
Organized Crime, which was trying 
to pin a conviction on this rich 
gangster haul, were “boy scouts.” 
He refused any FBI help to the un- 
derstaffed Special Group, claiming he 
had no man-power to waste om such 
“fishing expeditlons.” At that time 
the FBI had 13,000 employees, 6,000 
of them agents, some of them roam- 
Ing ‘Seattle parking lots jotting 
down licence numbers of cara in 
case they might be stolen. The mob- 
eters all went free. 


The Mafia’s immunity from the 
FBI came to an abrupt end when 
Robert Kennedy became Attorney- 
General, with hig brother John in 
the White House. Previously Hoover 
had treated U.S. Attorneys-General 
like office boys, although technical- 
ly they were his superiors, But 
Bobby Kennedy had always been 
alarmed by the organized crime that 
Hoover claimed did not exist. Short- 
ly after the Kennedy Administration 
took office a new division sprang 
up In the FBI — a Special Investi- 
gative Division — created to push in- 
vestigations of notorious hoodlums. 
The divislon wag headed by Courtney 
Evang, the man who served as 
FBI iaison attache on the Kennedy 
campaign train. 


107 gambiers 


A short time later an FBI raid 
netted 107 gamblers at a dice game 
δὲ Reading, Pennsylvania, a prece- 
dent-shattering invasion of the mobs’ 
gambling empire. Since then the 
FBI has heen far more active in 
pursuing the Mafia mobsters they 
once called a myth. I spoke to 
Bobby Kennedy once about the 
FBI's deliberate ignoring ΟΣ ἘΠΕ syn- 
dicate. He said that at the time he 
took over as Attorney-General the 
FBI had no files on organized cri- 
minals at all, most of them house- 
hold words. "But they probably 
have one on you.” All liberal co- 
lumuists —— in fact ali liberals in 
the public eye — were suspects, 
and most of them had FBI files of 
varying sizes full of unverifiable 
gossip of all sorts about their love- 
fives and their opinfons (if they 
dared one inch to the left of dead 
centre). 


How on earth did J. Edgar Hoover 
get his awesome reputation you may 
well ask. Well, some of it was de- 
served. When Hoover became director 
of the FEI 48 years ago it was 8 
sloppily-run, politically-corrupt out- 
fit. Hoover, then 29, cleaned it up

It made the 
G-men uational heroes and this 
image so went to Hoover's head 
that he never wanted to risk failure 
by tangling with someone he 
couldn’t lick. 


Over the years I had constantly 
been struck by the pettiness of the 
crimes the FBI gets itself mixed up 
in. I have a collection of Press 
cHppings. Here are a few of the 
headlines: “FRI recovers furs stolen 
from Martha Raye.”; “FBI recovers 
Mary Pickford's ring” (the butler 
did it); “BBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover called today for relentless 
campaign against child molesters.” 
“Fraudulent cheque passes are a na- 
tional pestilence,” says J. Edgar 
Hoover. 


All this in a period when Milton 
‘Wessel, who headed the U.S. Attor- 
ney-General’s Special Group on Or- 
ganised Crime, estimated that the 
crime syndicate was laying out 


$4,000m, a year in bribes to corrupt 
police end public officials. With con~ 
ditions ἯΚΕ that why was J. Edgar 
Hoover exp his ‘1igm. an- 
nual budget and his 13,500-mau 
force recovering Marthe Raye’s 
furs? 

Well, because it 2ttracted head- 
lines, Hoover liked success and, after 
all, he did get the furs back. Hoover 
was statistics crazy, but he issued 
only those statistics which made 
the FBE look good,There was 
scarcely ever any qualitative break- 
dewn in FBI convictions. Many 
were misdemeaanours, many minor 
felonies. Many people turned them- 
selves in (but the FBI took the 
credit). Hoover got his greatest sta- 
tistical windfall from stolen cars 
taken acrosg state lines (many of 
them on joyrides with no intention 
of stealing the cars). 

When taxed with neglect of or- 
ganized crime (few ever did so tax 
him), Hoover always replied that he 
lacked jurisdiction and that it was 
@ matter for local cops. However, 
as far 88 jurisdiction goes, the FBI 
hes jurisdiction over all crime not 
Leashgested somebody else, including 

robbery, kidnapping, extortion, 
antl-racketeering, fraud against the 
Government, inter-state transporta- 
tion of stolen vars, thefts of inter- 
state shipments, and crimes on In- 
dian reservations. Also intrusions of 
the Migratory Bird Act and misuse 
of the Smoky Bear Emblem.

More- 
over, after deducting expenses al- 
ready borne by the victim, inciud- 
ing hospital and operation fees 
“which are not covered by the va- 
tlous alck funds — ga fact of which 
most of thelr members are ignorant) 
living expenses for himself and his 
dependants, legal fees, etc. the in- 
valid victim is often left with little 
or no money for his future ang his 
vocational rehabilitation.

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An Oscar on Holocaust Day 


By MARK SEGAL 


1 Was a aymbolic coincidence that 

Hollywood decided to award the 
1872 Oscar for “The Best Foreign 
Film of the Year” to “The Garden of 
Finzi Contini” on the eve of Holo- 
caust Memorial Day. For this is 
the first internationally-acclaimed 
film to have been made about the 
destruction of European Jewry. A5 
anyone who attended the world pre- 
miere in Jerusalem a year ago wil! 
remember, the film tells the story of 
the ancient Jewish community of 
the Italian city of Ferrara and its 
destruction. Vittorio de Sica, the di- 
rector, closely followed the fine book 
of the same name by Giorgio Bassani, 
who at first took violent exception 
to the director's adaptation to the 
Screen of what amounts to the story 
of his own family’s fate in the 
Holocaust. What struck this par- 
tleular viewer was the vieual beauty 
of the camera work and the faithful 
reproduction of the generally un- 
familiar Itelian-Jewish ¢ommunal 
tradition. 


The man behind the production is 
Arthur Cohn, who though only in 
his mid-fort'es elready has 2 con- 
siderable record to his credit. A 
restless, dynamic man, he is not 
only a big wheel in international 
film business, but is also active in 
Swiss Jewish affairs, and is the 
Basle correspondent of an Israeli 
dafly, He ts a curious blend of the 
jet set and the Orthodox Jew. His 
marriage at Hetchal Shiomo in Jeru- 
salem to Naomi, daughter of the 
late N.BLP. leader Haim Moshe Sha- 
piro, brought into strange juxta- 
position ἢ Hlm people like 
De Sica and leading rabbinical per- 
sonalities like Rabbi Zeivin. 

During a recent visit here, Mr. 
Cohn admitted that the quarrel be- 
tween author and director, which 
went as far as the courts, did a 
certain amount of damage, but they 
have made thelr peace and all is 
harmonious between them. Prior to 
getting the Oscar “The Garden of 
Firzi Contini" won Srst prize at the 
Berlin Film Festival in the face of 
stiff competition, 

Mr, Cohn admitted that there had 
been definite political reactions to 
the film, The moment De Sica an- 
nounced that he was going to make 
It, be began getting threatening 
telephone calis from Fascists (the 
pook shows Italian Fascists doing 
the Gestapo's dirty work). 

‘The influential Italian religious 
press has completely disregarded the 
film, which— most interestingly — 
has becn successful in certan places 
where ro Jews havé lived, such as 
Naples and Sicily. 

Many European critics believe that 
it ig the best film De Sica bas made 
in years and that it equals his 
early classics such as “Miracle in 
Milan” and “Bicycle Thieves." It 
won prolonged applause at the Ber- 
lin Festival, where some of the au- 
dience declared that this was the 
first time the early period of Fas- 
cism in Italy had been so well 
treated on the screen. 

This is Arthur Cohn’s second Os- 
car, He won the first with a 
documentary on Guinea, “The Sky 


Above, The Mud Below.” In his 15 
years in the film business he has 
produced altogether nine movies, 
some of which have been uotable 
commercial successes, 

“Prime Minister Meir told me 
after the premiere in Jerusalem that 
the film was so moving because !t 
was so understated," Mr. Cohn re- 
calls. He feels that it should do well 
in places Uke Britain and Germany 


because of the subtle treatment of 
the Holocaust theme. 

“Yes, I appreciate that nobody 
wants to see films on the Holocaust. 
It was our sim to make a story 
about young people caught up by 
these terrible events, and we felt 
that the story should be filmed in 
such a manner that people would 
want to see the human story of 
these young people,” he explains. 


The Andromeda Strain (Allenby 
Tel Aviv) is based on Michzel Crich- 
ton’s best-seller of the same name, 
a frightening science-fiction novel 
that left one with the feeling, as 
does the film, that the events de- 
sceribed really could happen here. 

An unmanned satellite returns to 
earth bringing with it a death-deal- 
ing germ that wipes out all the 
inhabitants of a small town in New 
Mexico except for a howling baby 
and an oki drunkard, A quartet of 
scientists are rushed to 2 huge 
underground laboratory to try to 
determine why just these two sur- 
vived and what is the nature of 
the germ, A failure In the lab's 
communieation system seta off 2 
threat of a nuclear explosion that 
would make the germ impossible to 
eontrol. 

Robert Wise has directed in a 
documentary manner which gives 
the film a feeling of authenticity, 
added to by the Imposing settings 


and special effects. The cast is com- 
petent enough but it is the various 
installations which make the real 
impact, Inducing a feeling of sus- 
pense and dread. 

Pup on & Chain (Chen, Tel 
Aviv) is a brutal, sadistic and fast- 
paced thriller about drug smuggling 
which keeps the spectator in a con- 
stant state of tension. 

Pau! Sherman (handsome, poker- 
faced Sven-Bertil Taube), an Amer- 
iean working for Tnterpoi, is in 
‘Amsterdam to investigate heroin 
smuggling. He does not get much 
help from the Dutch police and 
tracking his men with the help of 
a pretty girl assistant (Barbara Par- 
kins) he meets some strange cha- 
racterg and dodges death every other 
minute. There is a terrific chase 
in speedboats through the Zuyder 
Zee and along the Amsterdam ca- 
mals until retribution falls on the 
criminals, and on the innocent too, 
as a matter of fact 3.W.

Stevedore strike halts 
Haifa port for 2 hours

HAIFA, — Haifa port, straining to 
overcome the last vestiges of four 
months of congestion was paralysed, 
for two hours yesterday morning, 
by ἃ flash strike of 400 stevedores. 
‘The men, who do the work on the 
ships and are thus the main link 
in the port operation, walked off 
their jobs ina “warning strike" be- 
tween 10 and 12 noon. Their works 
committee gave no pricr notice of 
the strike to the management, and 
did not ask for the Labour Coun- 

ci’s approval. 


Port Manager Yitzhak Rahav said 
he would “certainly” deduct two 
hours pay from the men for their 
work stoppage, but oot from the 
other workers who were idled hy 
the strike. 


The Secretary of the strikers’ 
committee, Jaquito Cohen, told The 
Post “the management has pald 20 
attention” to the committee since 
its election {mn January. “This 
amounts to non-recognition and we 
feel there’s no one in the manage- 
Ment we can settle outstanding pro- 
blems with." He charged the man- 
agement with “injustices, procrasti- 
nation ang violations of agree- 
ments,” in respomse to their de- 
mands. Fhese inctude provision for 
ἃ committee member to participate 
in premium registration at the man- 
agement’s expense, better transport 
arrangements for the men detailed 
ta work in the Kishon auxillary 
port, better first aid installations, 
and a revision of the management’s 
job mobility regulations, 

ENTEENAL DISSENSION’ 

Port Manager Rahav dismissed 
these claims and charged that it
